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are hereby repealed, provided, however, that any proceeding
now pending under said repealed provisions shall proceed to
final determination the same as if this act had not been passed;
and provided further that appeals under the provisions of this
act from county assessments made in the year 1904 may be
taken at any time within thirty days after the publication of
this act, other provisions in this act to the contrary notwith-
standing.

SecrioN 14. This act shall take effect and be in force from
and after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 475.

AN ACT to provide for ascertaining the amount of available
water power in this state and making an appropriation there-
for.

The pcople of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and

assembly, do enact as follows:

Water power; appropriation. Secrion 1. The geological
and natural history survey of the state of Wisconsin is di-
rected to cause a survey to be made of the water powers of the
state for the purpose of ascertaining the amount of available
water power in this state, developed and undeveloped, and the
location of the same. Such work may be done in conjunection
with the United States geological survey. Upon the completion
of such survey a full report thereof shall be made to the gov-
ernor for the use of the legislature. The sum of two thousand
five hundred dollars or so much thereof as may be necessary is
hereby appropriated out of any money in the treasury not other-
wise appropriated, to defray the expense of such survey.

Seorion 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from
and after its passage and publication.
